By  way  of  preface  to  this  Jubilee  brochure,  I  wish  to  quote  thoughts 
expressed  on  two  occasions  highlighting  the  Diamond  Jubilee  celebration  of 
the  College: 

“Down  the  years,  Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  had  its  days  of  glory  and 
unforgettable  events,  but  few  of  them  have  been  as  meaningful  and  memorable 
as  today  .  .  .  (which)  witnesses  an  important  step  toward  the  realization  of  a 
dream :  the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  a  new  student  center,  and  the  opening 
of  the  Diamond  Jubilee  Development  Program  of  the  College.  .  .  .  Today  is 
indeed  historic.  For  the  first  time  a  former  president,  a  beloved  General,  a 
great  American  hero  and  statesman,  a  great  world  figure  honors  the  College 
by  his  presence.”

“Today  we  recall  the  struggles  and  disappointments,  the  successes  and 
achievements  of  the  past  seventy-five  years.  There  has  been  a  blending  of  the 
bitter  and  the  sweet  in  our  effort  to  develop  a  center  of  education  for  American 
youth,  a  school  of  high  rank.  .  .  .  Our  cup  of  gladness  is  full  because  a  dream 
of  decades  is  now  realized:  our  own  community  house  for  priests  and  brothers 
is  built  and  today  is  blessed  by  the  Apostolic  Delegate  to  the  United  States, 
the  first  time  a  personal  representative  of  the  Holy  Father  himself  has  visited 
the  campus.  .  .  .  With  grateful  hearts  we  think  of  the  living  and  the  dead  who 
built  this  institution:  you  bishops  and  priests,  you  lay  members  of  the  faculty 
and  staff,  all  the  Fathers  and  Brothers  and  Sisters  C.PP.S.,  the  Lay  Trustees 
and  Fellows,  the  alumni,  the  students  and  their  parents,  our  many  neighbors, 
friends  and  benefactors. 

“Though  we  are  today  75  years  young,  the  College  has  not  reached  the 
age  of  complacent  retrospection.  The  dangers  of  the  future  are  perhaps  a  greater 
challenge  than  those  we  have  already  met.  To  confront  the  hostile  forces  which 
menace  all  private  higher  education,  the  energy  and  enthusiasm  of  youth  must 
be  wedded  to  the  prudence  and  wisdom  of  age.  If  the  College  is  to  grow,  we 
must  face  the  future  without  fear.  We  must  be  bold  and  determined.  More  than 
ever  we  shall  need  the  very  active  support  of  our  bishops,  our  Trustees  and 
Fellows,  students  and  alumni,  all  our  good  friends  and  neighbors.  We  shall 
need  the  help  of  God  and  the  protection  of  Saint  Joseph.”  ( May  1,  1963) 


Bishop  Joseph  Dwenger 


When  in  1888  Provincial  Henry  Drees  (lower  left)  agreed  to  found  a  college 
for  boys  on  three  hundred  acres  given  by  Most  Reverend  Joseph  Dwenger  of  Fort 
Wayne,  the  Indian  Normal  School  stood  right  across  the  road.  Built  with  funds 
supplied  by  Catherine  Drexel  of  Philadelphia  as  part  of  a  program  for  educating 
Indian  youth  brought  in  from  the  West,  remodeled  in  1937  for  use  as  a  student 
dorm,  Drexel  Hall  survives  today,  a  memento  to  a  noble  but  short-lived  endeavor. 


This  fine  building,  south  half  of  the  present 
Administration  Building,  was  then  all-sufficient 
academically.  Several  frame  structures  erected  later 
served  their  purpose  and  were  replaced  by  some 
of  the  twenty-two  which  now  deck  the  campus 
proper  on  the  1700  acres  of  Collegeville.  This  1890 
construction  was  in  due  time  climaxed  by  the  grand 
dedication  in  August  of  1891.  As  of  that  date,  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  was  ready  to  operate.  0  temporal 
0  pecunia!  Cost  of  higher  education  being  no  doubt 
commensurate  with  that  of  the  food,  we  may  in 
retrospect  wonder  that  all  the  visitors  did  not 
matriculate  immediately  on  that  gala  day.

High  and  dry  stands  the  finished,  dedicated 
College — high  on  property  which  in  some  seasons 
might  be  under  water;  the  land  indeed  was  flat,  low, 
and  not  then  well  drained.  In  the  rear  were  remnants 
of  old  orphanage.

General 
Eisenhower,  on  September  13,  1962,  lays  cornerstone  of 
Halleck,  with  the  Congressman  observing  at  the  right. 


The  College  began  its  diamond  jubilee  on  May  1,  1963,  when 
His  Excellency  Egidio  Vagnozzi,  Apostolic  Delegate  to  the  United 
States,  celebrated,  in  the  presence  of  several  other  bishops,  a 
solemn  pontifical  Mass  and  later  blessed  the  new  Faculty  House.
